Continuation of 2. NOTE: Applicant argues with respect to claim 2 that Suonvieri does not disclose or suggest dividing unused 
consecutive time slots into transmission groups and further argues in the remarks dated 10/25/04 that the groups BTS2 Calls and BTS3 
Calls are not unused time slots. Examiner respectfully disagrees based on figure 3-5 and respective portions of the specificaiton, the 
unused consectuive time slots (305 and 402) of the frames are being divided into one group (BST2 Calls 303 or BST3 Calls 304), and 
each group having one time slot (as disclosed in figure 5) used as a communication channel as time slot allocation from the group. 
Applicant further does not disclose that unused time slots could not have been previously reserved at one time. Applicants are 
presenting additional arguments which do not render the claims allowable after the prosecution on the merit is closed.. 
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
